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THE HAGUE COURT'S BLUNDER.

It can not be argued that the eause of internation-
al arbitration has made any material advance in
popularity among the powers through the last deeis-
ion of The Hague tribunal, says the Commercial. Its
verdict appears now to have been based on almost
inexplicable misconception of Venezuela's position
in the matter. The decision gave precedence to the
three blockading nations—thereby practically endors-
ing the collection of national debts by physical foree
or war—on the assumption that Venezuela had her-
self formally recognized the priority of these claims.
United States Minister Bowen, acting as the acered-
ited representative of Venezuela, made his formal
statement of Venezuela’s position at the very ontset
of th encgotiations nearly a year ago.

Mr. Bowen proposes that all claims against Vene-
zuela be paid out of the customs receipts of the two
ports of La Guayra and Puerto Cabello, the percent-
age to be 30 per cent each month of the receipts. In
ease of failure on the part of Venezuela to pay the
said 30 per cent, the erediting nations will be author-
ized to put, with the consent and without any oppo-

. sition on the part of Venezuela, Belgian customs offi-

eials in charge of the said two custom houses and to
administer them until the entire foreign debt is

Exactly how The Hague court eould interpret “all
elaims’’ as applying only to the claims of the three
blockading *‘powers’’ is inconceivable. Equally so
i that tribunal’s notion that Venezuela, having pro-
tested against the hold-up of the three collector
powers, should a little later on take the position that
the blockaders thus seeured priority for their claims.

Mr. Bowen's protest is not surprising in the eir-
eumstances. The business of arbitrating international
disputes is not likely to be particalarly brisk with
The Hague tribunal, if this Veneznela award is to
be taken as a fair sample of its work.

The president has spent on the eruiser May-
flower exactly forty hours’ time; and has traveled
on board this vessel a total distance of ninety-seven
miles. The president’s family and invited guests
have had quarters on board the Mayflower for the
total time of one week, have traveled a distance of
forty miles and have paid all of their own expenses
during that period. During all of the time the May-
flower has been performing the regular duties of a
eruiser in the United States navy, has not been di-
verted one hour from any naval need, nor has a sin-
gle dollar of the publie money been expended for the
pleasure or convenience of the president, or any mem-
ber of his family or any of his guests in conneetion
with the Mayflower, the so-called president’s yacht.
The statement is full, complete and convincing. It
i8 humiliating that it should be necessary. It wounld
sot have been necessary to have made any explana-
tionr at all had it not heen for the reckless slanders
of irresponsible newspapers, which persist in manu-
facturing facets to suit their purposes. They knew
better, but they did not believe that their readers
did. Banking on the ignorance, credulity and pre-
judice of their readers, is the stronghold of yellow

newspapers, without distinetion as to locality.
